5 . The standard of the Entrance Examing 
tion will be similar to , but somewhat above, 
that of the Intermediate Examination of the 
Board of Fligh School and Intermediate Edo 
cation , United Provinces. 

The Syllabus for the subjects of Group I will 
be practically unchanged . For the subjects of 
Groups II and III the content of the Syllabus 
es will be substantially the game as those of the 
Intermediate Examinution of the Board of 
Higb School and Iwtermediate Education , 
United Provinces , except in Mathematics where 
Differential and Integral Calculug up to simple 
integrations is required .
